Temperatures will average lower than usual during the 
period o f‘this disturbance and precipitation will be quite general 
though not great in amount. 
All weather features will be more 
intense, or radical, or of greater force than usual. 
Severe 
storms may be expected on some parts of the continent. 
By some this disturbance will be called the equinoctial 
storm. 
These storms occur anywhere from March ii to 3 1, the 
exact dates being controlled by planetary events. 
Magneticians 
say that electric currents of the earth’s magnetic system are 
more active for March than at other times, but weather bureau 
officials, not being versed in terrestial magnetism, fail to see the 
relation that surely exists between that system and the disturb­ 
ances that occur in our atmosphere. 
Last disturbance of March will reach Pacific coast about 29, 
cross west of Rockies country by close of 30, great central val­ 


le y s M a r c h 31 to April 2, Eastern states 3. 
Warm wave will 
cross west of Rockies about 29, great central valleys 31, Eastern 
states April 2. 
Cool wave will cross west of Rockies about 
April i, great central valleys 3, Eastern states 5. 
This disturbance will be so very much like the first one de­ 
scribed in this bulletin that the one description wsll answer for 
both. 
Next bulletin will give forecasts of April weather, including 
crop weather, therefore, interest in these bulletins will greatly 


increase.

D uring the 
Fran* o -P ru ssia n w a r or 1870 an d 1871 she 
w a s associated with th e In te rn a tio n a l Red 
C ro ss. 
S he h a s re p re sen te d th e I ‘nited 
S ta te * in many in te rn a tio n a l conferences. 
D u rin g th o Russian fam in e of isy;; an d tile 
Armenian m assacres of IKM she d istrlb - 
jte.f relief. 
A t th e time of th e S p an ish - 
American war she c arrie d relief to C uba.) 


It la probable that there are few 
te rm s In general use am ong us, or few 
Miihjocts so frequently referred to of 
w hich s ) little I* correctly know n as 
th e so-called Red Cress. 
T he causes for th is obscurity are 
m any. 
A m ong the g reat m ovem ents 
o f civilization th e Red C ross is com ­ 
parativ ely new. 
It is of foreign birth, 
con seq u en tly its lite ratu re is in for­ 
eign languages and in m any languages, 
w hile we are notably a one-language 
people. 
T he subject w ith which it 
w as born to deal— nam ely, hum an w ar­ 
fare, was, until th e Spanish-A m erican 
w ar, experim entally unknow n to our 
p re se n t g eneration, and the desire for 
an d th e c ertain ty of a perpetual peace 
for th e fu tu re had begotten an indiffer­ 
ence, not to 
say 
repulsion, 
in 
the 
m in d s of th e 
public, which 
turned 
it in stin ctiv ely — often im patiently — 
aw ay from all topics bearing upon the 
su b je ct of war. 


I ness for em ergencies as th o se in th e 
I pay of th e Blate, and yet they would 
b<* iso expense to th e sta te not to any 
b i t them selves. 
Singularly, of th is 
conference of only lib perso n s 18 w ere 
official delegates, re p resen tin g 14 pow­ 
erful governm ents. 
T he h isto rian has 
ap tly said th a t "th e eyes of all E urope 
w ere turned tow ard th at little m eeting 
at G eneva.” 
K indly keep in m ind th e d a te— 186 
ju st the m iddle of our civil w ar. T hree 
thousand m iles aw ay, we knew little 
of E uropean m ovem ents; in w ar our­ 
selves, we had little tim e to study 
them . 
O ur san itary com m ission was 
stru g g lin g into activ e life and E urope 
knew nothing of it. 
T he Red C ross 
had not even a nam e. 
P lease let th is 
answ er the m istaken, m isleading and 
co nstantly recu rrin g question of the 
"Red Cross in our civil w ar.” 
T h ere 
was none. 


T he history of the world is largely 
a h isto ry of its w ars and through th e 
4,000 years, until th ree and a half 
■centuries ago, th ere is up official rec­ 
o rd o f any m ovem ent to lessen th e 
woes of {hose who fought them . 
At 
th a t date a m edical service w as a t­ 
tached to arm ies, and was thou g h t to 
be sufficient for any em ergency th a t 
could ever arise. 
T hrough ail th e te r­ 
rib le w ars of N apoleon I. th is service 
w as never changed, increased or ques­ 
tioned. Hut w hen th e doors of S cu tara 
opened for Florence N ightingale aud 
h e r 40 nurses, the flood of light which 
follow ed 
them 
revealed serious de­ 
fects. 
Still so slow’ is the m arch of 
im provem ent th a t th e war of Lom ­ 
b ard y in 1859 show ed no am endm ent. 
O n Ju u e 24 of th a t sam e year the 
arm ie s of N apoleon III., equipped w ith 
ev ery facility then know n to m ilitary 
m edical science, stood face to face 
w ith th e foe In n o rth ern Italy, 300,000 
-com batants in a line five leagues in 
length, and fought 15 hours w ithout 
cessatio n or rest. 
The h orrors of the 
field, 
through 
th e suffering of its 
w ounded from w ant of c a re —scarcely 
one surgeon 
for 50 men, 
bleeding, 
fain tin g 
and 
fam ishing— w ere 
w it­ 
n essed by a hum ane Sw iss gentlem an, 
H e n ri Du m aut, who stayed his tra v ­ 
elin g c arriag e in the vicinity of the 
b a ttle and w orked am ong th e w ound­ 
ed. 
T he m em ories of the suffering he 
h ad w itnessed, haunted him, u ntil a t 
len g th he w rote aud published them , 
and th e “Souvenir de Solferino” in a 
few m onths had been tran slated into 


T hat 
conference 
of 
1863 
accom- 
pllshed prodigies of successful labor 
w ithin a year. 
It drew in to its com ­ 
pact th e concurrence of tw o-thirds of 
the im portant co u n tries of E urope, 
which proceeded to e stab lish aid or 
cen tral societies for relief in w ar; as, 
for instance, A ustria, Spain, France, 
G reat B ritain, the N etherlands, P ru s­ 
sia, six G erm an states, Sw eden, Sw it­ 
zerland, Italy, Portugal and D enm ark. 
A lthough 
thorough 
advocates, these 
societies were m erely single-handed 
and national, each ready to act with 
all hum anity and generosity to friend 
and foe, but th ere was uo bond be­ 
tw een them ; in tern atio n ally they had 
no existence. 
The established law s of 
w ar held its im penetrable m antle over 
them and intern atio n ally th ere w as no 
link betw een these civil aid societies 
and 
the m ilitary of even th e ir own 
countries. 
The surgeons whom they 
would send could still be captured, 
th eir wounded could be left on the 
field to suffer and die, the m aterial 
could becom e th e spoil of th e con­ 
queror; hospitals could be robbed and 
th eir Inm ates eith e r left d e stitu te or 
dragged off to prison, according to the 
caprice of the conqueror. In tern atio n al 
law sanctioned th ese things. 
It w as clearly, therefore, in te rn a ­ 
tional law th at m ust he rem edied in 
th is r e a p e d 
T his conference of 1863 
bravely called for an o th er to be held 
in 1864, which should tak e on th e c h ar­ 
ac ter of a convention, con sistin g ex­ 
clusively

—th e 
m akers 
of 
w ar—arm ed 
w ith
